Barsa Subjugation 

Indeed. historians express wide 
agreement that the extent of de- 
nazification within a divided Ger- 
imany after the war was deier- 
mined lareis by the differing 
postwar needs of the Americans 
in the West and the Russians in 
the East. 


In the Soviet iene, subjugation 
of non-Communist political 
partics was harsh and the dis- 
manting of the arms and relat- 
ed industry was complete. About 
1,400 factories were taken apart 
and slupped back to Russia. 

“You start from the idea that 
to change East German society, 
rou (the Soviet Union? had to 
ehange the roots of politics! and 
economic power completely,” says 
Prof. Alfred Grosser, the Ger- 
man-born. French-educated au- 
thor who is ome of the most 
respected authorities on Ger- 
many's postwar years. 

“On the Western side, you had, 
nearly immedistely, the new def- 
inition of democracy—not only to 
be anti-Mazi but also to resist 
Eastern totalitarianism. 

“Gen. [Lucius] Clay and the 
other American authorities very 
aruckiy thought it would be use- 
Tul to have the Germans also 
fight Communism, and among the 
people who could be most useful, 
you had, of course, people who 
had at least some links with Na- 
tional Socialism,” Prof. Grosser 
said. 

But what of the guilt? Do the 
big camp monuments in the East 
in comparison to the lower-key 
nemorial at Dachau mean that 
‘West Germans harbor more guilt 
thun the Easterners for the sins 
of the Nazis? 


Gailt in West 


“In principle.” said historian- 
author Golo Mann—the son of 
Germany's renowned novelist and 
Nobel Frize winner. the late 
Thomas Mann—“the West Ger- 
mans felt more guilt because they 
accepied that it was they—the 
Germans—who were responsible. 

“For the East Germans, it was 
the fascists, the imperialists, the 
capitaiists, the Nazis—but not the 
Germans.’ So at least in theory, 
and £ think also in reality, thera 
was 8 stronger sense of identity 
tn the West rather than in the 
East with those σαν. 

“Who paid those hundreds of 
milbons of deutsche Marks to 
the Jews for reparations?" he 
asks, “Eatt Germany or West? 
The Federal Republic of West 
Germany assumed full responsi- 
bility, In the East, they never 
did pay because they told them- 
selves: "It was not us, it was the 
Fascists." 

It is quite possible that the 
private view at the family dinner 
table in the postwar West, 
Mr. Mann said “may have been: 
Why the hell do we pay all that 
money and the other side pays 
nothing? But they accepted it 
and they didn’t dare ta ckailenge 
Adenauer over it.”

Attitudes in the Two Germanys 


generally, prefer to 
forzet now. he sald, and it has 
never been easy to clarify any 
censensus of public consciousness 
on this question of division of 
guilt on either postwar side.

Few Are Guilty 
“But on the Eastern side, it is 
as if Hitler had somehow been 
outside the German people. They 
speak about crimes but, of course, 


the crimes are limited only to a. 


few people and only they are 
guilty, And so we the German 
people have nothing to do with 
the crimes of Hitler. In effect, 
all the monuments to Nesi crimes 
seem to them as 2 way to have 
8 faultless German people.” 

“The West German theory. of 
course, is far more concrete and 
closer to reality,” Mr, Mann add- 
ed, 

“The East German theory,” he 
added, “is that there were ‘the 
Xrupps and the Krauses.'” 

Referring to a famous postwar 
Bast German Communisi film, 
Mr. Mann said: “The Krupps 
—the industrialists—were guilty. 
The Krauses, simple, hard-work- 
ing people, virtuous, progressive, 
humanistic and socialistic—were 
innocent. 

“Of course, in West Germany 
thoughtful people know that it 
was more complex and that many 
workers were Nazis and that at 
certain times nine-tenths of the 
whole population were Nazis. 

“Tt was not just the shame of 
certain professions . . . ‘net the 
industrialists who put Hitler 
into power, Ib was essentially 
the voters, Without those 
20 miltion voters he would never 
have come to power,” Mr. Mann 
sald. 

Way of Writing 


The role of the Industrialists, 
Prof. Grosser said, “was by far 
smaller than what is said in East 
Germany and greater than what 
is accepted in the West. Their 
role mainly was that some of 
them helped Hitler come to 
power. But to help him come to 
power is nu to accept the war. 
to accept Auschwitz In East 
Germany, the way of writing 
history is as if people who 
helped Hitler come to power 
knew exactly that he wontd kill 
millions of people and I don't 
thing that is very true.” 

In France today, Prof. Grosser 
contended, people still say that 
perhaps Erupp was linked to 
Hitler, but less than Brezhnev 
was to Stalin, 

in Eastern Europe, he added. 
nobody asks the Communists 
what they did when the Gulec 
Was especially active, “It is ἃ 
question you are not supposed 
to ask in East Germany,” he 
said. where history books are 
written ss though the pericd of 
ccoperation between Stalin and 
Entler in 1939-41 néver existed 

“Whose fault was it?” West 
Germany’s current President 
Walter Scheel asked in a speech 
on May 8, 1975. 20 years after 
the Third Reich finally crumbled. 

“Let every German who at 
that time had a sense of respon- 
sibility sete with his own con- 
science whether he ts guiltr, 
Whether he has reason to feel 
ashamed.” he said. 

More than half of Germany's 
population today was born since 
the war began. Mr. Scheel said: 
“L know there is a growint 
number of people who do not 
want to hear of this theme any- 
more... ‘ho are tired of going 
about in seckcloth and ashes 
because crimes Were committed 
in which they had no part." 


Quiside Liberation 


But. Mr. Scheel said, “we do 
net forget that the liberation 
came from outside, that we Ger- 
mans were not capable of shak- 
ing the yoke off ourselves, that 
half the world had to be 
destroyed before Adoif Hitler was 
removed from the stage of 
hhustory.” 

No such speeches are made 
in East Germany. where the 
postwar government apparentir 
decided many years azo that. by 
encouraging the people to iden- 
tify with antiNazi Communism, 
it would hopefully relieve the 
burden of citizens dealing on a 
Personal kasis with their indi- 
vidual relationship to the Third 
Reich. 

To Prof. Grosser, the speech 
was fascating. It caught the 
ambiguity in German minds 
ebout May 8. 1915, “It was a 
national catastrophe, a day, of 
Niberation and the beginning of 
ἃ divided Germany,” he sald 

“But if you go to East Berlin, 
to the huge Soviet soldier mem~ 
ortal, rou will see that whole 
classes of East German school~ 
children’ are led there daily to 
be told that it was purely. and 
onty. a liberation in May. 1945." 

“Tm quite certain” he said, 
“that the East German people 
do not accept this interpretation 
either. It is impossible that the 
East Germans remember that the 
Rustian troops came only to Hb. 
erate them.” 

“But that was 32 years aso,” 
Mr. Mann reflects.

Both Mr, Mann and Prof. 
Grosser reflect the common view

I 
mean how old must one be to 
feel any sense of shame or re- 
sponsibility today.” Mr. Mann 
said. 

In the East, he added. in the 

first two decades after the war, 
people were probably too poor 
2nd had too many materia) 
worries to be greatly imterested 
in that Nazi past. 
. In the West, the prevailing 
view today is that Germans on 
the Western side of the border 
have proven themselves for more 
than 30 years now to be both 
good allies and democrats and 
should no longer be coustantly 
burdened with reminders of the 
Nazi past. : 

“You know,” Mr. Mann mused, 
“that many West German school 
classes from Munich and Bavaria 
are taken to Dachav. And teach- 
ers of religion in the West take 
their duties very seriously. 

“But as 8 teacher, I have my 
doubts. Of course one has to 
touch on it—the Nazi past. But 
whether one should cultivate the 
sense of repentance in children 
who were born 20 years later, I 
don’t know. It is quite a prob- 
lem.” 


Grisly Mementoes 


Tt was at Buchenwaid. with 
its human ovens and medical- 
experimentation rooms, that the 
wife’ of former camp.commander 
Earl Koch collected tattooed 
human skins and had a lamp- 
shade made out of human skin. 
‘Those grisly mementoes can still 
be seen here, too.

GTOCEHOLM—For 500 years, 
jTaen have melted ore and 
made iron or steel in the small 
city of Vivmanshyttan. 120 miles 
northwest of here. 

Ko more—except tur one small 
department. The mills and shops 
belonging to Stora Kopparberg 
Bergiags will soon be closed and 
about 500 workers made jobless. 

Farther north at Norrbotten.

Miss Schultz. a German man 
and three Arab men, were turmmed 
over to the Israelis by Kenya and 
became a small but important 
part in the worldwide war be- 
txeen terrorists and counter-ter- 
rorist agents. : 

The Kenyan case. publicly 
acknowledged by Israel only last 
week. Was significant because: 

Φ It led to the cooperation be- 
tween Israeli secret agents and 
Kenya's specia) “military police 
unit that facilitated the July 
raid on Uganda's Entebbe Airport 
12 Which more than 100 Israeli 
hostages held by Palestinian hi- 
jackers were freed by Israeli com- 
mandos. 

@ The Entebbe hijackers broke 
he story of the Kenyan incident 
by demanding release of the 5 
among 53 terrorists held in vari- 
ous parts of the world. The gov- 
ernments of both Kenya and Is- 
raei officially denied having them 
apparently to discourage other 
attempts to seize hostages a@s a 
price for the prisoners’ freedom. 

e Israel last week disclosed 
their presence here and their 
impending trial by secret court- 
martial, to foreclose possible pub- 
lication of the details by “hostile 
elements." Israel must now face 
worldwide publicity over the trial. 

@ West Germany lodged an 
“emphatic protest” over Israel's 
secret imprisonment of two of its 
citizens for more than a year and 
said that it was reserving the 
right to take “further steps"— 
perhaps including a demend that 
the Germans be tried in public.

Miss Tsemes has not been rec- 
ognized by Israel as Miss Schultz s 
lawyer and has not been able to 
see her. But she was able to belp 
the prisoner's parents make ar- 
rangements for two bricf visits 
with their daughter, the first last 
week, the second this week. 

“A German-speaking jailer was 
with them and kept them from 
discussing the ease." said Miss 
Tsemes. 

Miss Schultz's mother told 
newsmen here that she is con- 
vinced her daughter plared na 
role in the Nairobi incident. Miss 
Tsemes says that she believes 
that Mis: Schultr and the Ger- 
man man, Thomas Reuter, 54. 
were arrested three days after 
the three Arabs were picked up 
Jan. 18. 

Little is known here of Mr. Reu- 
ter. whose family has not visited 
him. Miss Schultz is from the 
western part of West Germany. 

She was active in leftist politics 
in Germany. as was her brother, 
Miss Tsemes said.

When the House of Representatives ap- 
Proved a bill providing $5.2 billion in foreign 
aid. it added a clause which said, in effect. 
that aid couid be given to citizens of a 
country that violates their human rights, 
but not to the country itself. The Carter 
administration regards this ag too severe a 
control over its own ability to use aid in 
foreign affairs: the chairman of the House 
Banking Committee. Henry Reuss. considers 
that the bill contains too large a loophole: 
“What shall it profit these people.” he said. 
“if they are going to be tortured by the per- 
Son administering the aid?" 

These contrasting views about what is in 
fact a stiff example of congressional control 
in an area full of contradictions and rela- 
tivity illustrate the confusion which the 
issue of human rights has introduced into 
U.S. policy. Ambassador Andrew Young. for 
example, has been lecturing the British on 
civil rights. which, for a black former con- 
gressman from Georgia, is a striking example 
Of how the world has changed in the past 
decade.

Civil 
rights are a vital element of any decent 
human society—the United States fougbt 
for them on their own soli tn the late 18th 
and mid-19th centuries, and hopes to hold 
its victories in those contests as genuine 
Steps toward human freedom But how to 
work toward such ends remains difficult 
and delicate—matters of choice and, too 


* often, compromise, rather than simple ex- 


portation of statutory decisions or wkases 
of government. Rights should be expressed, 
they may be fought for—but rights are not

The Sadat Formula 


Anwar Sadat. President of Egypt. no 
Jonger holds that Israel is an “abnormal” 
presence without a due place in the Middie 
East sun. He is ready for an Arab sort of 
peace—a formal acceptance of Israel's exist- 
ence, if not its right to exist. As he indi- 
cated clearly on his visit in Washington. he 
knows that this is remote from the Isracii 
sort of peace—full, normal, confidence- 
building contacts—that Mr. Carter believes 
to be the appropriate quid for the quo of 
returning Arad territory occupied by Israel 
in the 1967 war, In its place he offers two

Africa: State and Church at Odds

NAROBI—One of the few in- 
ternal challenges confronting 
both the white minority regimes 
of Rhodesia and South Africa and 
many black African governments 
is opposition to national policies 
from religious groups. 
in Rhodesia, the government of 
Prime Minister Ian Smith. 
which has been the object of 
eriticism from Christian church- 
men for years, arrested and then 
deported Donal F. Lamont, a 
Roman Catholic bishop who had 
challenged Rhodesia’s conduct of 
the war against black nationalist 
guerrillas, Last week it was 
reported that the government had 
arrested two other Rhodesian 
churchmen on charges they har- 
bored rebel fighters. In South 
Africa, Catholics have defied 
apartheid laws by permitting 
black children to enroll in their 
private schools The Christian 
Institute in South Africa and its 
leader, the Rev. Beyers Naude, a 
Dutch Reform minister, have been 
constantly barassed by the gor- 
ernment for bearing witness to 
racial injustice, 


Persecuted 


In black Africa, the frictions 
between church and state are 
equally evident. In Guinea, for 
example. a Catholic archbishop 
was amprisoned for lfe seven 
years ago for allegediy conspir- 
ing to overthrow the Marxist gov- 
eroment of Sekou Towe. In 
Uganda, where an Anglican 
archbishop died in February in 
suspicigus circumstances, Chris- 
tian groups have charged that 
churchmen are being systemat- 
ically persecuted and killed. 
Other church-state conflicts have 
taken place in Zaire, Congo, 
Ethiopia, Cameroun, Upper Volta, 
Burundi, Mozambique and Nigeria. 

While the specifics of the 
clashes differ, generally the con- 
flicts arose from what political 
leaders viewed as the demands of 
rising nationalism and the ques- 
tion of who shall render what 
unto whom. With the withdrawal 
of colonial administrations, the 
churches largely assumed respon- 
sibility for maintaining education 
and health institutions in the 
newly independent nations, As 
most of these countries moved 
toward one-party or even one- 
man rule, the religious institu- 
tions, because of their wide au- 
dence and prestige. provided the 
strongest above-ground challenge 
τὸ government policies.

Lesson for U.S. 

I have it from the Daily Bulle- 
tin issued by the U.S. Mission 
nere that the White House press 
spokesman announced atleast 
twice that “everybody” in Wash- 
ington was “on board” before 
Vance went to Moscow and that 
the U.S. propasals were not nego- 
tisble. After Gromyko's press 
conference, Jody Powell “relterat- 
ed” that the proposals were “ex- 
tremely fair and equitable.” But 
the same day (March 31) Vance 
issued 8 statement “clarifying”

As Cardinal Mulala fled 
the country, President Mobutu 
forbade baptisms, made it an of- 
fense to use Christian names and 
announced the takeover by the 
government of church schools. 


But. 45 in most of Africa, the 
influence of religion in Zatre is 
so strong that Mr. Mobutu, 8 
skillful politician, recognized the 
wisdom of retreat. Still affirming 
his authenticity campaign, he 
turned the schools back to the 
churches and has warmly wel- 
comed the cardinal home. even 
bestowing upon him the Order of 
the Leopard, the country's high- 
est decoration. 

Mr. Mobutu’s evident love-hate 
relationship with the church is 
not unusuaj: the connection be- 
tween religion and preindepen- 
dence nationalist movements in 
Africa has been close. The Presi- 
dents of Liberia, Malawi and 
Zambia are all Protestant minis- 


ters, two of the leading Rhode-" 


sian nationalists, the Rev. Nda- 
baningi Sithole and Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, are ordained church- 
men and the President of Tan- 
zania, Julius ἘΞ Nyerere, is an 
active Catholic with close ties to 
the Catholic Worker Movement, 
But if the churches assisted na- 
tionalists in their rise to power, 
they have made use of their posi- 
tion to criticize what they regard 
85 abuses of that power. : 

A religious map of Africa would 
show the demarcation between 
Moslem and Christian pre-emi-

AUGUSTA, Ga. April 8 INYT), 
—The winds blew and swirled 
yesterday, and they made the 
opening round of the 41st. Masters 
Tournament sn uncomfortable 
experience for its select field of 
τῷ players. Only three managed 
to shoot in the 60s on the magnit- 
irent tree-lined course of the 
Augusta National Golf Club. 

Hubert Green, the self-styled 
“skinny kid from Alabama” who, 
as a Southerner, considers the 
Masters “a very important part" 
of bis life, shot a five-under-par 
67 to lead after the first round.

This was 
something like serendipity for 
Kratzert, playing in his second 
Masters. He said he would have 
been satisfied to “come out of 
the box” with anything from ΤῸ 
to 74.

The book, “The Phrase-Dropper's Handbook” (Doubleday), 
is designed for an American audience (though certainly not 
for New Yorkers, who have thriftily reduced conversation to 
only two topics, food and guns).

Not surprisingly in a eountry where new buildings look like 
fortresses and where motorisis ere taught something called 
defensive driving, the book aims at self-defense. The authors 
state their aim to be. “To allow you to keep up with the 
sophisticates, to put down the phonies, to put in with the 
scholars and to get out alive.” 

Rule No. 1.is Be Dogmatic. When pretending to a know)- 
edge you do not bave. you must sound totally sure. “Declare,” 
suggest the authors, “that the Saint-Emilion ‘69 shipped. poorly 
and make it sound like revealed truth. There are mot four 
men on earth able to contradict that Une property delivered.” 

When discussing political elections, never say X has a good 
chanee of winning. State that ΣΧ will take it by 4,700 votes, 
What if & doesn't take ib by 4,700 votes or doesn’t take it at 
all? No matter, “That comes later, days or months after the 
conversation,” sey the authors, “and few people will remember, 
What they will remember is that you are semeone who knows 
polities.” 

Assert that the Rembrandts in the Hermitage are the finest 
anywhere, Biaybe they are and maybe they aren't. The point 
is that many people have been to the Louvre, the Met or the 
Rijksmuseum, but few have visited the Hermitage,
